Col. Kwlntr and Ilartsliorne were ,|»y at the Fair Grounds on Saturday

When the Confederate lines broke, 
llartshorne took his saddle and bridle 
and caught a*sorrel mare belonging lo 
F. A.*Renick. He pushed on with 
the advance of the soldiers As they 
went up the mountain, they captured 
a Confederate captain with ten or 
twelve men The captain had a gun 
in Ids hand fighting as a common sol¬ 
dier. He reproached them for cow- 
'.irdice for sneaking up held/id him 
while .he was shooting at those In 
front. 

It would seem that they ought to 
have captured the whole Confederate 
force, hut llartshorne was with the 
advance guard.
